Livvony, Neb.,, March 12,—[Special toTan
Brr. | —~The ingenuity and legal acumen of
the lnwyers is subjected to a constant strain
In order 1o davise new ploas for tho porpose
of saving their olionts from punishment and
securing now telals from the supremo court
This statemont 1s suggested by & caso which
was fled with the clerk of the supréme court
this week, and which Assistant Attorney
Gioneral Somers was today ougagoed in brief-
Ing,

On the 2istof Inst November Willlam
Tippoy was convicted of murder in the soc
onil degreoe und sentoneed to ten years in the
penitentiary from Salino county. The erime
for which tio is to bo punishod yvas com-
mitted on the 17th of that moath, and he was
arraigned, triod, convictsd apd sontonesd on
tho 21st, four davs following. Popular ex-
elitoment ran high, and his ponviction was
sccurad while the jury sat within hearing of
throats of lynohing from (hoso In the com.
munity over whom a proner sense of justice
had not yot resumed control

The point made by Tippey's attorneys in
thelr argument for 4 now trial is a novel one
in Nebraska Jurispradence. They claim thay
thoe trial was null and voud for tho reason
that it wae  hold at o dote attor the regalar
date establighed by law for the rogular term
of eourt In Saline county. Tho regular fall
terms of court forthe Seventh distriet, in
which Saline county i< situated, for thoe yonr
1801 were fixed by law as  foltows:  Saline
county, Septemoer 15; Clay, November |
Fillmore, November 24, all of thoso counties
peing in Jdudge Morris’ distriet.  Hoe held the
term of court in Saline county which npoeats
to biave boen in session antl Oetobor D, when
A verbol adjournment wns tnken until No
vember 17, This was one woeek later thoan
the regular torm to commence in Clay and
one weok provious to tho  time of its com
moneoment in Pillmore,  On Nevemper 17,
while Judge Morris was holding  court iu
Clay county, Judge Gaslin, while in an ne-
commodating mood, assumed to hold & rerm
of courtin Suline county, althongh that
county was entirely out of his distriey, and
ha was simply attempting o rolieve his
brother judge of a press of business. Tippey
wans tried nnd convicted before Judge Cins-
Hin, whom he now claims had no jurisdiction.
Ho alleges that that term was heid without
atithority of lawand conseqaently 1ts pro-
ceodings wero void.
